IMALY’S KING MAY 
RATIFY. TREATY 


Paris Is Hopeful of a Royal De- 
cree’ That Will Officially 
Restore Peace. 


EYES ON WASHINGTON, TOO 


Papers Think Deputies’ Action 
May Stir Our Senate—French 
Senate to Speed its Work.

PARIS, Oct. 3.—Following the ratifica- 
tion -of the Versailles treaty by the 
French Chamber of Deputies yesterday, 
interest in the ‘diplomatic’ circles of Paris 
today turned to Washington and Rome, 

at, one of. which: capitals will. be per- 


formed the ect thet will bring the treaty 
into. operation and officially restore 
peace. 

Both Americah and Ffench quarters 
reported ddiviees trom Rome, that 
the Italian. King would issue a decree. 
ratifying the treaty, and «tious Italy 
would be the third\allied power. to ratify. 

If the attitude of the Italian delegation 
here is any sign, thtése advices may be 
taken with several grains of sait.. Mem- 
bers of the Italian Commission said to- 
day that they doubted if the King would 
take suth a step because of thé criticism 
it would bring upon him from some par- 
ties now opposing thé Government. Théy 
are iriclined to believe that he will wait 
until the-convening of the héw Chamber 
in December. On the other hand, it is 
thought possible that the delegation here 
haa not the latest information as to de- 
velopments in Rome. 

Great Britain has.ratified the treaty 
and France will-have done so completely 
in a few ys. -They want the treaty 
sealed by the action of.a third power. 
There-are those who see gain for Italy's 
Fiume position in swift action by Rome, 
for the Italians make much of the asser- 
tion. that. France and England would 
give them Fiume. Thus,.if there is any 
background for their picture of France 
Great Britain, and Italy standing tc- 
gether on Fiume as opposed to America, 
this background would gain color, 
should England, France, and Italy to- 
gether bring the treaty into force. Pos- 
sibly this consideration may have weight 
on Rome’s decision. 

Membérs of the American peace dele- 
gation expressed the hope today that the 
action ofthe French Chamber in ratify- 
ing. the treaty by such large majorities 
would have the effect of speeding up 
action by. the United States Senate. 
They held, that the Deputies’ action de- 
stroyed one of. the oppositioh arguments 
of delay by France. This point is widely 
reflected ig. thé French press today. 

All the moh newspapers give promi- 
nence to the news of the illness. of 
President Wilson and express regret that 
he should be‘incap&citated at this time.

At the Hamilton Press the men walked 
out-~when the company tried to reopen 
its pressrooms with help supplied by the 
international Union through the two 
new. local unions. Major George L. 
Berry, President of the International 
Preasmen’s Union, said last night that 
no More pressmen will be sent to jobs 
at present. 
* The strike in the Publishers’ Printing 
Company, where the fifty compositors 
employed there walked out, means that 
The Literary Digest, which was the only 
large publication to come out this week, 
will have to suspend temporarily unless 
the situation improves. The pressmen 
-employed at this plant were furnished 
by the International Union, the mem- 
bers of the local unions having gone on 
strike some weeks ago, when ‘the em- 
ployers refused to discharge some Inter- 
national men. 

President ,Rouse told the employers 
yesterday at a conference at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania that the strike of ‘‘ Big 
=ix*’ members was unauthorized, and 

| was not sanctioned by him, and that in 
2il cases reported to him he had ordered 
the men to return to work. The em- 
ployers said that none had returned to 
work. . Specific instances where the men 
had walked out were pointed out to Mr.

Union. The employers also offer to ar- 
bitrate any or all of the demands of the 
vnion. Mr. Rouse has refused to arbi- 
trate the hours. 

Mr. Rouse told the conference that he 
continued fo repregent Franklin Union 
No. 23 and the New York Printing Press- 
men’s Union No. 51 at the request of 
these ‘organizations, but the employers 
would. not recognize this representation, 
as they refuse to deal with the “ out- 
lawed ’’ unions. He again offered him- 
self.as mediator to reconcile the differ- 
ences between the local pressmen’s 
union and pressmen’s international. The 
employers said that there was nothing 
they could do, and again suggested that 
the only way the situation could be 
handled would be for the local leaders 
and the international officials to get to- 
gether. Major Berry has refused to 
meet the leaders of the “ outlawed ”’ 
unions—James J. Bagley and Bernard 
Nolan—and he said last night that he 
hed not changed his position. 

Rose Schneiderman, Secretary of the

As the Yacht passed under the Brook- 
lyn Bridge the King recalled that he) 
had ridden over it in a trolley car some 
years ago, and after looking intently 
at it for some time, remarked that it 
*““hadn’t changed much."' Under the 
Manhattan Bridge the yacht steamed, 
and then turned, coming: down so that 
a near view of the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
might be obtained. Several battleships 
were in the yards undergoing repairs, 
and their names and records were told 
by Rear Admiral James H. Glennon, 
Commandant of the Third Naval Dis- 
trict, who was among the Noma’s pas- 
sengers. 

Swinging back ardund the Battery 
wall, the passengers caught a glimpse of 
the thousands upon thousands jamm 
into the park, waiting the time when 
the King would debark. The countless 
windows of the broad, high front of 
the lofty Whitehall Building were filled 
with office workers releasing clouds of 
ticker tape, confetti and torn paper, 
which floated like snowflakes out over 
the thronged park. 

Promptly to the scheduled time of 
11:45 o'clock the Noma was docked and 
King Albert stepped ashore, Rodman 
Wanamaker escorting. him to a flag- 
decked automobile waiting at the end 
of the pier. The .Queen,’ accompanied 
by Mrs. Breckenridge Long, entered a 
second car, while the Prince, with his 
military aide, Lieutenant Coffin, occu- 
pied a third machine, with the Baroness 
de Cartier de Marchienne, wife of the 
Belgian Ambassador. When the cars 
moved slowly out into the plaza to form 
for the parade.to City Hall, the royal 
couple were cheered time and again. 

The parade was quickly off, headed 
by Lieutenant George Wood with thirty 
mounted policemen from Traffic Pre- 
cinct A, followed by a band of the 22d 
Infantry. fromm Governors Island. Colo- 
nel John C. Tillson, commanding the 
22d, followed leading a provisional regi- 
ment, which included two companies of 
his own regiment, a detachment of re- 
enlisted men; all wearing ‘medals, and 
two detachme of coast artillerymen 
from Forts Hamilton, Schuyler, “and 
Totten, fewer than 1,000 __ soldiers. 
These were followed by nine companies 
of sailors and marines from the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard. Major Gen. Thomas 
H. Barry, Commander of the Depart- 
ment of the East, was in charge of the 
soldiers, while Admiral Glennon directéd 
the movements of the navy’s quota. 

Directly back of the ‘‘ champion” 
band of the U. S. S. Arizona came the 
King, escorted by motorcycle detach- 
ments and hedged in between almost 
solid lanes of special agents of — the 
State Department. As the parade 
moved into lower Broadway, the tumult 
of New York’s appreciation of the 
rulers and their heroic conduct during 
the war. began. The sidewalks were 
solid with people from curb to wall and 
the windows held thousands of other 
spectators. 


20,000 Massed at City Hall. 


Moving slowly, the procession of more 
than 100 automobiles passed up Broad- 
way, the King doffing his cap repeat- 
edly, while the Queen smiled. her pleas- 


ure at ,the outbursts from, the crowds. 
Whien the Post Office was reached the 
parade instead of continuing up Broad- 
way turned into Park Row and arrived 
at the City Hall, which ‘was a mass of 
banners; a few’minutes after noon. 
The comparatively narrow confines of 
the park in front of the City Hall must 
have. been occupied to the last inch, for, 
according to og 3 police’ estimate, nearly 
20,000 persons Were there. Roar after 
roar of greeting arose as the regulars 
Wheeled sharply into_the park and lined 
up three deep in front of the hall. When 
the big black motor carrying Rodman 
Wanamaker and the King arrived at the 
steps of the building the plaudits of the 
crowd reached a remarkable volume. 
The Mayor, Mrs.° Hylan, and. their 
daughter, Miss Virginia Hylan, were 
grouped at the bottom of the steps, and 
were quickly presented to the King, who 
saluted: 3 ; 
Mayor Hylan then escorted the Ki 
to the Aldermanic Chamber, which held 
the biggest crowd in its history. As 
King, Queen, -and Prince ascended e 
dais at the east -end- ofthe chamber 
they and the Belgian people rééeived 
three cheers each, and the police band, 
stationed in the gallery, launched into 
the stirring measures of ‘‘ The Stars 
and Stripes Forever.’’ Mr. Wanamaker,

‘* We salute their majesties, King Al- 
bert. and Queen Elizabeth of the Bel- 
gians: The world knows the sad story 
of Beligium’s wrongs, of violated treat- 
ies,. invasion, deportation; terrorism, 
starvation, and massacre. 

“ Belgium has indeed been the great 
pivotal point of the war. It was her 
cry which caused a rush to arms by 
liberty-loving manhood and welded the 


armed hosts of freedom inte an invinc- 


ible fighting organization. 

‘‘ While extending our sympathies we 
also felicitate Belgium on the fact that 
the condition of its industries is not as 
hopeless as generally supposed. We re- 
joice that in agricultural development, in 
the manufacturing and related industriés 
there has been a steady resumption o 
the old activities, that the railroads are 
rapidly being placed in serviceable con- 


dition, that navigation has already been |’ 


resumed between Antwerp and the sea, 
and the most profitable business rela- 
tions carried on with other countries. 

** We also venture to express the hope 
that any difficulty existing between Bel- 
gium and Holland, which latter country 
rendered very material assistance to the 
American colonies in their early struggle 
for independence, may’ be amicably ad- 
justed. 

‘“‘ The Belgian people have developed a 
new capacity for national as well as 
personal sacrifice. Bruised and scat- 
tered, they will arise superior to their 
surroundings in the building of a new 
and greater Belgium. 

‘“‘In this work the aid of the, United 
States will be sought, and will be free- 
ly and cheerfully given. There will be 
the manifestation of American gener- 
osity in connection with the reconstruc- 
tion of Belgium, as charatterized our 
action throughout the period of the war. 
Our aid; of course, will be only enlisted 
for necessary pursuits and not in the 
projects of territorial aggrandizement. 

‘““The generally acknowledged thrift, 
industry, and dependability of the Bel- 
gian workers are assets of incalculable 
value in the problems now confronting 
the nation. The confident manner in 
which the Belgian people have already 
entered upon the task of reconstruction 
is the best index that Belgium. will 
achieve as triumphant a vittory in 
peace as she did in war. ; 

‘““The Government of Belgium -is in 
strong hands—in the hands of thosé sub- 
jected to the hardest test and. found 
equal to the situatien. 

“*] refer to that peerless, triumphant 
King Albert, Queen Elizabeth, and Card- 
inal Mercier. ‘:..1s soldier, woman, and 
prelate, whose judgments. have been 
matu by the wonderful deeds in 
which they had so signal a part, will 
manifest that same able leadership~ in 
peace as in war. . 

‘On behalf of our vast citizenship I 
now take pleasure in presenting to your 
Majesties the freedom of the city 
which bore upon .the first shield the 
words, ‘New Belgium,’ a city whose 
history, past:and present, has been one 
of whole-hearted service to the cause of 
liberty and democracy, a city proud of 
its Americanism, the glorious City of 
New York.”’ 


% King Kisses the Flag. 
Responding to the Mayor, King Albert 


said: 

“Mr. Mayor—I thank you heartily for 
your. words of welcome: I appreciate 
highly the honor that the City of New 
York does me in making-me one of its 
citizens} I prize all the more highly this 
manifestation, because in Belgium 
municipal institutions have alwdys 
played in the past and continue to fill 
today a marked réle in the public life 
of the country.

Meeting with 
a continual reception along Fifth Ave- 
nuc, the procession entered the park at

RARE FOSSILS FOR AMHERST 
Oddities Found in Colorado.

Strikers stand Firm. 


LONDON, Oct. 4, (Associated Press. )— 
After seven days the. railroad strike 
situation last night became the, gravest 
itt the history of any labor crisis of the 
British Empire in the present genera- 
tion. All efforts of the Transport Work- 
ets’ Federation to find a bridge to en- 
able a renewal of negotiations between 
the Government and the National Union 
of Railwaymen failed. 

The Government’s proposal for a seven 
@ays’ truce to enable the railwaymen to 
return to work and permit the resump- 
tion of negotiations on the disputed 


points, coupled with the offer of the 
Government to resort to arbitration in 
the event of failure to reach an agree- 
ment, has been rejected by the railway- 
men’s union, and the whole possibility 
of mediation for the moment seems to 
have completely collapsed. 

The officers of the executive body of 
the National Union of Railwaymen have 
separated for the purpose of engaging 
in campaign meetings throughout the 

congress embracing all the tra 
unions of the United Kingdom eae boon 
led to convene Tuesday for the pur- 
pose of discussing the situation. 


The Premier’s Statement.

Premier’s Impassioned Plea: 

The Premier in the course of a con- 
ference yesterday made an impassioned 
appeal to the railwaymen to accept the 
offer of arbitration, and it is reported 
that some delegates of the transport 
strikers were in favor of accepting the 
offer. 

Robert Williams, General Secretary of 
the Transport Workers’ Union, in a 
statement given to the press last night 
referred to the breakdown in negotia- 
tions today as ‘‘ lamentable,’’ announc- 
ing that a congress of trade unions had 
been convened for Tuesday to ‘ engage 
in any form of moral and sympathetic 
support of the railwaymen in the strug- 
gle they are waging for trades 
unionism.”’ 

In the meantime, Mr. Williams added, 
the delegates who had been consulting 
with Premier Lloyd George from’ day 
to day would be made officers of the 
Transport Workers’ Federation in order 
to formulate proposals they were con- 
vinced would prove acceptable to the 
entire trades union movement of the 
kingdom. 

In addition to the delegation of the 
Transport Workers’ Federation, which 
includes Arthur Henderson and John R. 
Clynes, Mr. Willlams asserted, these 
new officers would include Frank 
H , G. H. Stuart Bunning,’ Secre- 
tary of the Postmen’s Federation, and 
Charles W.. Bowerman, Secretary of the 
Trades Union Cofgress. 

The view taken in Government circles 
is that the position is extremély grave, 
and all necessary steps are being taken 
by the Government to meet the new 
situation.

The food supply 
service, although somewhat restricted, 
continues good. 


Saw “ Dangers of . Revolution.’’ 


Secretary Thomas talked with The As- 
sociated Prégs- representative yesterday 
afternoon with reference to the Down- 
ing Street conference on Thursday that 
had failed to. result in an agreement. 

‘‘ The: Government demanded uncondi- 
tional surrender, which was impossible,” 
he said. ‘‘ The railway men are more 
solid today than ever in their determina- 
tion to see it through.

“*f was profoundly satisfied that th- 
strike held dangers of. revolution, and I 
believed that I was the ony. one who 
could avert this. I am not allowing my- 
self to be drawn into the debate, be- 
cause I am determined to confine the 
issue to the sole cause of the strike, 
namely, the question of wages. 

“The fact that there have been no 
disorders is the best tribute to my ef- 
forts and the best answer to the charges 
that subversive interests are responsible 
for the trike.

Why Government Withheld Wages. 


Responsibility for withholding the 
men’s wages is assumed by the Govern- 
ment in a statement issued from Down- 
ing Street Thursday night. : It reads as 
follows: 

‘“‘The members of the National Union 
of Railwaymen broke their contracts 
and stopped work without notice in 
complete disrégard of the effect their

there was a slight demonstration of en- 
thusiasm, frequent hand-clapping being 
keard here and there. ‘The poet-com- 
mander had a worn-out appearance. His 
face. was drawn and he seemed un- 
steady. He looked like a man who was 
fighting against illness. As he walked 
out to inspect The troops his nenrion 
was anything but military. In the belt 
of his eutenant ‘Colonei’s uniform he 
wore an arditi knife. 

After the inspection. d’'Annunzio. made 
an address to his new adherents similar 
t6. those he. previously had delivered, 
urging the men’to stand by Italy f 
the acquisition of ‘‘our Fiume.’’ The 
soldiers cheered the words of d’Annunzio 

then gave three cheers for the poet. 

D’Annunzio then received an address 
Be, the Lieutenant Colonél command- 
ing. the Bersaglieri. He kissed it «and 
thanked the battalion. for their expres- 
sions of devotion. The Fiuman Medal 
was. bestowed on all the men. 

The review was followed by the sol- 
diers going past in double time, follow- 
ing custom of their. organization,

poet. After e ceremony 
with his staff left in an automobile. As 
he was leaving the piazza, which is 
rather small, d’Annunzio was heartily 
cheered by the crowds on the streets | 
and.in the windows. It was the first 
real demonstration of enthusiasm dur- 
oe the entire ceremony.

The blockade of Fiume gradually is 
becoming tighter, although carabineers 
are constantly diseovering ‘‘ blind al- 
leys ’’ through which volunteers for the 
Fiume army pour into the city. There 
is a stricter watch being kept on the 
roads and: the railroads, where the 
forces of carabineers have been-doubled, 
and at some places trebled. Evasion ot 
these guafds is possible only through 
the most. skillful. scouting. Soldiers of 
the Italian Army stationed along the 
line are giving aid to volunteers, point- 
ing out the outposts of the carabineers

SIR RICHARD CRAWFORD. 

In the death recently: of Sir ‘Rica- 
aRD Crawrorp, Commercial Commis- 
sioner at the British Embassy’ during 
the war, the empire lost a ipublic- 
spirited and uséful servant and the 
United States a sincere friend and ad- 
mirer. No Englishman who came to 
this country on’ official business: beé- 
fore America entered the war was 
more respected and better liked than 
Sir Ricuarp CRAWFORD, and yet he 
had the, most difficult ef all duties to 
discharge, ~The British blockade was 
net understood’-by many American 
merchants,~ who naturally. saw in It 
only arbitrary interference with their 
business and violations of interna- 
tional law. The undeflying reasons 
for it they could not be brought to ad- 
mit by most advocates, It was Sir 
RICHARD CRAwrorD’s task to induce 
acquiescence. When - the . United 
States went to war it was realized 
that Great Britain could have adopted 
no. other course with any chance of 
winning the war. 

As a remover of friction Sir Ricn- 
arp CRAWFORD was successful in spite 
of interest: and . prejudice. 
him to make adjustments, correct in- 
justices, and settle legal claims. Sym- 
pathizing with the Amierican point of 
view, he had sometimes to differ with 
his own Government and hold a brief 
for American claimants, which he al- 
ways did with a resolute front, often 
effectively. Americans who came to 
him to protest about the stopping or 
diversion of their shipments might. be 


fangry when they met him, but the 


storm was laid before they left him. 
He was so entirely fair and frank, so 
courteous and so completely master 
of himself, so much a man and so 
thoroughly a gentleman, that it was 
impossible to disagree with him with- 
out liking him. ‘ He made no enemies, 
he made many friends; and so. when 
the news of his death came there was 
a’ feeling that, a lovable character had 
gone. ‘ 

In serving. his own country well Sir 
Ricnagp Crawrorp served the inter- 
ests of America, too, because he al- 
ways conciliated, ahd hands across 
the sea was more than a formal 
phrase, a convenient sentiment, in 
his presence. He did a ‘great deal to 
improve ‘the relations between this 
country and -Great Brit@in., Thére is 
no doubt that: he was a victim of his 
indefatigable labofs here, that the 
war was the death of him. His health 
gave way under the strain, and while 
he accepted a post in Egypt tempo- 
rarily to recuperate, hoping to, return 
to the United States, he never rallied.

GENERAL GRAVES’S ERROR. 

The latest incident in the career of 
that strange American army in Sibe- 
ria—the army that is ordered to stay 
there .but not to fight—must cause 
considerable bewilderment to Russian 
friends of the Allies.

NON-PARTISAN BANKING. 

It was expected that the Non-Parti- 
san League would get North Dakota 
into trouble with its wild business 
ideas, but it was not foreseen that 
these saviors of society would so’ soon 
turn out to be bank destroyers of an 
ignoble sort.

Even this ‘does not bidity state the 
case, for investigation has been or- 
dered into the. condition*of about a 
dozen banks known in the State-as the 
Non-Partisan League banks. In: the 
specific case it is said that the loss 
Lgvill be borne by the State's guarantee. 
That is less of an argument in favor 
of the guarantee of bank deposits than 
it seems, for there is only $100,000 in 
the fund, and “it will take several 
years for the deficiency to be gathered 
in from the taxpayers. Those who do 
not think that the bank guarantee 
idea is a good one find support for 
their view that the. guarantee lures 
depositors. into carelessness in the 
selection of their, bank and encour- 
‘ages the sort of ®anking now uncov- 
ered.

depth bomb. Before the armistice was 
signed the North Sea barrier ‘‘ was 
taking its toll of the submersibles,’’ to 
quote Admiral Strauss.. It is now no 
secret that Admiral JELLICOE’s confi- 
dence in the failure of the submarine 
campaign was based upon his knowl- 
edge fhat the-North Sea mine barrier, 
the work largely of Admiral Srravés, 
would soon be finished. 

Hostilities ended, the mines had to 
be cut from their moorings and ex- 
ploded. The men who did the job 
could undo it best, and Admiral 
Srravss was called upon again. Two 
officers and ten men have been killed 
in the lifting of the barrier, and of 
thirty-six. mine sweepers only five 
have escaped damage requiring: ex- 
tensive repairs; two of‘the ships had 
to be. rebuilt. Mines cut loose did not 
always explode; it then became the 
task of ‘‘ sub’’ chasers to hunt for 
the drifters and explode them. —Ad- 
miral StTrauss’s men not only faced 
constant danger, but exposed them- 
selves to the severest hardships. The 
‘duration of the war’’ meant war 
for them for nearly a year after the 
armistice, war with the mines and 
war with the elements. No men in 
the American Navy have played more 
heroic parts, and their dual achieve- 
has been scarcely noticed. Ad- 
Strauss and his mine fighters 
should be due in New York by the 
end of: Qctober. Their work should be} 
suitably recognized.

Distasteful. , to keep from pubile 
knowledge as much and as long as pos- 
sible the thefts of various kinds which 
are now occurring here in such dis- 
quieting numbers. Evidently, however, 
these protests as yet have been un- 
availing, for the policy of concealment, 
or of attempted concéalment,, is_ still 
followed with persistence.: 

It is unsuccessful, or at any el it 
is not ‘wholly successful, for very fre- 
quently, if not always, the Victims of 
the robberies; after heeding for a few 
days the urgent commands of the po- 
lice to say nothing about their losses, 
proceed ‘in one way or another to get 
their’ misfortunes into -the’ néwspapers. 
' Presumably they do not do this in cases 
when*they are satisfied with the energy 
and the efficiency of the police in re- 
covering the stolen property, and in 
‘apprehending the’ criminals. And some 
such triumphs there have been, but 
failures seem to have been far more 
numerous. 

It is ‘yet ‘ be debinnatrated that “the 
early or immediate disclosure of thefts 
committed facilitates in any way or de- 
gree the escape from! justice of the rob- 
bers. But if that demonstration can- 
not be made, the pleas of the police for 
secrecy do. not deserve to be heard 
obediently, or even with patience, for 
only by proving that publicity inter- 
feres with their work can they give any 
sort of plausibility to the contention that 
it.does so. Yet that is the only conten- 
tion they ever make.

‘New. York's first.day of clear weather 

during the world’s series ‘brought out. a 
record-breaking crowd in the most~-con- 
venient spot where the detailed repro- 
duction of yesterday’s crucial game 
could be seen—Times Square, Not even 
on Election Night and New Year’s Eve 
has humanity more. completely filled 
the main corner of Gotham’s busiest 
triangle.
